The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest the following claim limitations: 

Mapping the contents of the K1 and K2 bytes into a first portion of the POH bytes 
for each frame of the multiframe for end-to-end handling and mapping the content of the 
K1 and K2 bytes into a second portion of the POH bytes for each frame of the second 
multiframe for intermediate handling as claimed. This limitation in combination with the 
other limitations of the independent claims are thus deemed allowable.
